Town of Wilmot Warrant 
State of New Hampshire 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Wilmot in the (L.S.) County 
of Merrimack in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Wilmot on Tuesday, the 9" of March 2004 at ten of the clock in the 
forenoon (the polls closing at 6:00 o’clock p.m.) to act upon the 
following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1: To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing 
year; 


ARTICLE 2: To see if the Town will vote to amend the Wilmot 
Planning & Zoning Ordinance by adopting the following amend- 
ments as proposed by the Planning Board: 


ADMENDMENT NO. 1: 
The Planning Board’s Amendment No. 1 proposes to do 
the following: 


1. In Article II, Section XI, delete the entire paragraph 
starting with “Only one” and ending with “Village 
District” and add the following sentence: “Only one single 
family dwelling or two family dwelling including manu- 
factured home, and the usual accessory buildings shall be 
built on one lot”. 


2. In Article IL, Section V, Table of Uses, Residential, change 
“Single & Two Family Dwellings” to “Single Family Dwelling 
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& Two Family Dwellings including Manufactured Homes”. 


3. In Article XII, add the following definition for 
Manufactured Home: “Any structure, transportable in one 
or more sections, which, in the traveling mode, is 8 body 
feet or more in width and 40 body feet or more in length, 
or when erected on site, is 320 square feet or more, and 
which is built on a permanent chassis and designed to be 
used as a dwelling. Within 90 days of placement the tow 
tongue and wheels are to be removed, skirting installed 
and required utilities including plumbing, heating and 
electrical systems contained therein are to be connected.” 


In Article XII, add the following definition for Presite Built 
Housing: “A structure designed for residential use that is 
wholly or in substantial part made, fabricated, formed or 
assembled in an off-site manufacturing facility, is affixed to 
a permanent concrete foundation and required utilities 
including plumbing, heating and electrical systems con- 
tained therein are to be connected”. 


In Article XII, add the following definition for 
Recreational Vehicle: “A vehicular type portable structure 
that can be towed, hauled, or driven and is designed pri- 
marily as a temporary living accommodation for recre- 
ational, camping, and travel use and including, but not 
limited to travel trailers, truck campers, pop-ups, and self- 
propelled motor homes (this definition is for all purposes 
except the Floodplain Ordinance)”. 


ADMENDMENT NO. 2: 
The Planning Board’s Amendment No. 2 proposes to do 
the following: 


1. In Article IV, Section IV, delete the entire paragraph 
starting with “No trailer” and ending with “must be 
observed.” 


Add to Article IV, Section IV the following: 


a.) A recreational vehicle can be used as tempo- 
rary housing on a lot with a dwelling for a period of 
no more than thirty (30) days in a calendar year. 
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b.) The owner of a lot of record is permitted to 
use a recreational vehicle as his or her seasonal 
residence on that property for up to one hundred 
and eighty (180) days in a calendar year. A build- 
ing permit as outlined in Article HI, Section IV 
must be obtained and the sanitary provisions of 
Article IV, Section HI must be observed. 


In Article IV create a new section and add the following: 
“A recreational vehicle or manufactured home can be used 
as a temporary residence for up to 360 days by the proper- 
ty owner or employee of the property owner during con- 
struction of a dwelling on the lot of the property owner. 
This use must be described on the building permit and the 
sanitary provisions of Article IV, Section III must be 
observed.” 


2. In Article VIL, Section IV-3, delete the last part of the 
sentence beginning with “except that” and ending with 
“ (4) dwelling units”. 


ADMENDMENT NO. 3: 
The Planning Board’s Amendment No. 3 proposes to do 
the following: 


1. In the second paragraph of the Floodplain Ordinance 
delete the words “as amended” and add “dated April 1, 
1986”. 


2. In Item I of the Floodplain Ordinance - Definition of 

terms, add the following: “Recreational Vehicle” means a 

vehicle that is: 

a.) built on a single chassis; 

b.) 400 square feet or less when measured at the largest 
horizontal projection; 

c.) designed to be self-propelled or permanently towable 
by a light duty truck; and 

d.) designed primarily not for use as a permanent dwelling 
but as temporary living quarters for recreational, camping, travel 
or seasonal use (this definition applies only to the Floodplain 
Ordinance). 


3. In Item VII of the Floodplain Ordinance add the following: 
(1.) In riverine situations, prior to the alteration or reloca- 
tion of a watercourse, the applicant for such authorization 
shall notify the Wetlands Bureau of the New Hampshire 
Department of Environmental Services and submit copies 
of such notification to the Board of Selectmen, in addition 
to the copies required by RSA 482-A:3. Further, the appli- 
cant shall be required to submit copies of said notification 
to those adjacent communities as determined by the Board 
of Selectmen, including notice of all scheduled hearings 
before the Wetland Bureau. 


(2.) The applicant shall submit to the Board of Selectmen 
certification provided by a registered professional engineer, 
assuring that the flood carrying capacity of an altered or 
relocated watercourse can and will be maintained. 


(3.) The Board of Selectmen shall obtain, review, and reason- 
ably utilize any floodway data available from Federal, State, 
or other sources as criteria for requiring that all development 
located in Zone A meet the following requirement: 


No encroachments, including fill, new construction, sub- 
stantial improvements, and other development are allowed within 
the floodway that would result in any increase in flood levels 
within the community during the base flood discharge”. 


4. Renumber Item VII-2 in the Floodplain Ordinance as 
VII-4 and add as 4e the following: 

All recreational vehicles placed on sites within Zone A 
shall either: 

(i) be on the site for fewer than 180 consecutive days; 

(ii) be fully licensed and ready for highway use; or 

(iii) meet all standards for Section 60.3(b)(1) of the 

National Flood Insurance Program Regulations and the 

elevation and anchoring requirements for “manufac- 

tured homes” in paragraph (c)(6) of Section 60.3. 


You are hereby further notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Wilmot on the 9th of March 2004 at seven of the clock in the 
evening to act upon the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of nine hundred ninety eight thousand, two hundred and 
fifty three dollars ($998,253.00) necessary to defray Town charges 
for the ensuing year. Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Eight Thousand Dollars ($8,000.00) for the purpose of 
supporting The Learning Place. Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 

the sum of Forty Thousand Dollars ($40,000.00) for the purpose of 
supporting and funding the Wilmot Volunteer Fire Company, Inc. 
Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of six hundred twenty-two thousand and seven hundred 
dollars ($622,700.00) for the purpose of the construction and com- 
pletion of the Campground Road Bridge project and authorize the 
Selectmen to withdraw one hundred and thirty thousand dollars 
($130,000) from the Capital Reserve Bridge Fund created for that 
purpose to offset the cost. Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of seventy-seven thousand, four hundred thirty-two dol- 
lars and eighty cents ($77,432.80) which is the eighty percent 
(80%) reimbursement from the State of NH for the engineering 
cost of the Campground Road Bridge and authorize the Selectmen 
to transfer it to the Capital Reserve Bridge fund created for that 
purpose. Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell any material or equipment deemed to be surplus 
to the Town needs; sale of highway material or equipment to be 
made with the approval of the Road Agent. Recommended by 
the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of forty thousand dollars ($40,000.00) for the purpose of a 
Revaluation Update. Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 10: Shall the Town accept the provisions of RSA 202-A: 
4-C providing that any town at an annual meeting may adopt an 


article authorizing indefinitely until specific rescission of such 
authority, the public library trustees to apply for, accept and 
expend, without further action by the town meeting, unanticipat- 
ed money from a state, federal or other governmental unit or a 
private source which becomes available during the fiscal year. 
Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 11: Shall the Town accept the provisions of RSA 202-A: 
4d, providing that any town at an annual meeting may adopt an 
article authorizing the public library trustees to accept gifts of per- 
sonal property, other than money, which may be offered to the 
library for any public purpose and such authorization shall 
remain in affect until rescinded by a vote at town meeting. 
Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 12: To see if the Town will vote to form a Bicentennial 
Committee headed by the Wilmot Historical Society, under the 
authority of the Town History Committee. Such committee will 
consist of at least one member of each organization in the Town. 
Such committee will present to the Town, plans of activities by 
way of newsletters. Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 13: To see if the Town will vote to establish a 
Conservation Commission under the provisions of RSA 36-A for the 
proper utilization and protection of the natural resources of the 
municipality and to raise and appropriate the sum of one thousand 
five hundred dollars ($1,500.00) for this purpose. Furthermore, any 
balance remaining at year-end may be transferred to a conservation 
fund account in the hands of the Municipal Treasurer (RSA 41:29) 
Majority vote required. Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 14: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of two hundred and ninety five dollars ($295.00) from the 
year-end undesignated fund and transfer to the Forestry Truck 
Capital Reserve. This amount represents the funds in the Forestry 
Budget not used in 2003. Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 15: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) for the purpose of 
supporting and funding the Wilmot History Committee in prepar- 
ing a book on the History of Wilmot for the Town’s Bicentennial. 
Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 16: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) for the purpose of 
supporting and funding the services of the Kearsarge Area 
Council on Aging. Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 17: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of twelve thousand four hundred and fifty-four dollars 
($12,454.00) for the purpose of supporting and funding the servic- 
es of the New London Hospital Ambulance. Recommended by 
the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 18: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of three thousand one hundred and twenty four dollars 
($3,124.00) for the purpose of supporting and funding the services 
of the Lake Sunapee Region Visiting Nurse Association. 
Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 19: To see if the Town will vote to choose all necessary 
Town Officers the day of the Town meeting and hold the business 
meeting the following Thursday evening beginning at 7:00PM. 
Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 20: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of three thousand four hundred and thirty two dollars 
($3,432.00) for the purpose of supporting and funding the 
Community Action Program. Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 21: To see if the Town will vote to create an expendable 
trust fund under the provisions of RSA 31:19-a, to be known as 
the Soldiers Monument Trust Fund, for the purpose of the assess- 
ment, restoration and maintenance of the Solders Monument; and 
to appoint the Board of Selectmen as agents to expend from that 
fund for said purpose and to raise and appropriate the sum of 
three thousand dollars ($3,000.00) toward this purpose. 
Recommended by the Selectmen 


To transact any other business that may properly come before the 
meeting.

The Board was very fortunate that Richard Lee was one of the candidates 
that came forward to serve. Richard has been the direct force in getting the 
bridge on Campground Road ready for the completion in 2004. The Town 
owes Richard a great deal of thanks for all his hard work on this bridge 
project and others. 

We were then faced with Maureen Baron submitting her resignation due 
to relocation. We were very fortunate to again have several candidates 
come forward. The Board appointed Melinda Siranian to serve until March.

ARTICLE 15: Moderator read the Article. Moved to adopt by Vickie Saulter second by 
Rick Biron “ To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following non-binding resolution: 


Whereas, New Hampshire residents pay the 12th highest cost of insurance in the 
country; and 

Whereas, the cost of health insurance premiums for families has increased by 45% 
over the past three years; and 

Whereas, 100,000 New Hampshire residents have no health coverage and 77% of 
them have a full-time worker at home; and 

Whereas, due to those rising costs almost half of New Hampshire’s small business 
cannot afford health coverage for their employees, therefore be it resolved:

Moved to adopt by Skye Chiarella second 
by Carla Marshall “We the undersigned Petition the Town of Wilmot accept 
Kearsarge Woods Road (Town Map 13) as a Town Road. The road was designed, 
constructed and completed in accordance with Town specifications. The work was 
also supervised and accepted by the Town road agent. John Morse, surveyor, has 
documented this by letter to the Board and discussions with the former road agent. 
We believe the road is currently deeded and recorded in Merrimack County in favor 
of the Town of Wilmot.” The Selectmen do not recommend this article as the road 
does not currently meet the guidelines as set forth by the former road agent. Matt 
Siranian made an amendment to accept the road agents recommendations as put 
forth in a letter.

Many 
have expressed the desire to separate ballot voting and town meeting on a different 
day.

2003 Annual Report 


Kearsarge Area Council on Aging, Inc., (COA) is a non-profit organization founded 
in 1992 with the mission of providing need programs and services for area citizens 
over the age of 55 and for adults of any age, who through disability may need assis- 
tance. COA’s service area includes the towns of Andover, Danbury, Grantham, 
Newbury, New London, Springfield, Sunapee, Sutton and Wilmot. With the excep- 
tion of day and overnight trips, COA charges no program or activity fees and pro- 
vides free membership to all who are eligible. As of December 2003, COA had 
approximately 1700 members. 


When the year 2003 began, COA was in the early stages of a Building Fund 
Campaign to raise $1,000,000 to buy the attractive 4,800 sq. ft. office building at 37 
pleasant Street in the center of New London. It is a pleasure to report that COA was 
able to purchase this building outright in October. After skilled and dedicated vol- 
unteers made the internal changes needed to provide the opens spaces required for 
many of COA’S programs, the building was opened as COA’S regional headquarters 
and main activities center on December 1. To date, donations to the Building Fund 
total just over $800,000. Besides providing the funds to purchase the building, the 
great generosity of our donors has allowed COA to pay all campaign expenses and 
to establish an endowment for building maintenance. 


With the extra 2000 sq. ft. our new quarters give us and the work of running a capi- 
tal campaign behind us, COA will devote 2004 to improving existing programs and 
establishing new ones, in some cases, activities that required more space than we 
had in older quarters will be moved to our spacious new building. 


Our current programs continue to be well attended. The Computer Workshop in 
shiny new quarters continues very active. The Outdoor Recreation For Seniors (ORFS) 
continues winter and summer to give 70 or so seniors a chance to enjoy the outdoors 
and companionship of each other. The weekly get-togethers for bridge, scrabble, crib- 
bage, chess and other games keep our building full Monday through Friday. 


What many of us consider our most important service, providing free door-to-door 
transportation continues to be well utilized. This service enriches the lives of many sen- 
iors who use it and is indeed critical to some as it provides the only means to get to 
Dartmouth-Hitchcock and Concord hospitals for such vital treatments as dialysis, radia- 
tion and chemotherapy. We thank our volunteer drivers who make this service possible. 


Looking back ten years from now, I believe that the acquisition of our new quarters 
in 2003 will be remembered as a most significant event in securing COA‘S place in 
performing its mission of enriching the lives of area seniors. Our heartfelt thanks go 
to all those whose generosity made our new building a reality. 


COA appreciates very much the annual grants by which each town administration sup- 
ports its work. COA would also like to acknowledge all of the individuals, businesses, 
civic organizations and foundations that respond so generously to COA\S annual 
appeal for operating funds. COA considers it a privilege to serve all of its communities 
and thanks everyone for the generosity that allows COA to continue its work.

Report of the Library Trustees 
The number of items loaned by the Library in 2003 remained steady 


with 2002 at just over 4500. Our librarian, Barbara Faughnan, continues to 
keep the new book selections current and interesting. As always, do not hesi- 
tate to request books. If we don’t buy it outright, we can get it for you right 
away through ILL (Interlibrary Loan). Our participation in LUV (Libraries of 
the Upper Valley) also allows for a rotation of new books, videos and books on 
tape with minimal impact on our budget. There was a big jump in the number 
of videotapes borrowed and we were able to acquire a great selection of new, 
classic and children’s tapes this year. We received a generous donation of a 
new (used) copier that is available to patrons. Computer use remains about the 
same as last year. We have free high speed internet access (compliments of 
Adelphia) and our computer is compatible with the Kearsarge Regional School 
District computers. The library trustees were visited in December by represen- 
tatives from the NH State Library who couldn’t get over how cozy and com- 
fortable it is and how beautiful our view is and gave us overall rave reviews. 

With school in mind, a new World Book encyclopedia set was pur- 
chased. Kearsarge students are required to use resources other than the inter- 
net for research and the state library representatives recommended upgrading 
our set. A new series entitled America the Beautiful was purchased through 
the generosity of “state sponsors” and a memorial donation by the family of 
Barbara Ela. These books will be particularly helpful to the elementary school 
students who are required to do a project on one of the states. Other very gen- 
erous, but anonymous memorial donations were received, including our first 
donation of stock. We opened a brokerage account that allows the library to 
accept tax deductible donations of stock, should that fit into anyone’s charita- 
ble giving plans. 

As we promised last year, we put a lot of energy into offering more 
programs for adults and children of the community. A review of the year’s 
presentations includes “Keeping Track of our Wildlife Neighbors” with Sean 
Lawson; “An Evening with JinXin”, the Chinese exchange teacher at the 
KRSD; “A World of Finance” with Dana Dakin; “Ideas for Home 
Landscaping” with George Matarazzo (sponsored by the Friends of the 
Wilmot Public Library); “Journey to the Holy Land” with Everett Downing; 
“Origins and Early Migrations of Man” with Brian Faughnan. There certainly 
was global coverage of topics, but we were fortunate to have to look no further 
than our own backyard for it. A monthly book club continues strong with the 
current book posted and available at the library. Anyone is welcome to join. 

The Children’s Summer Reading Program this year was a huge suc- 
cess. It was held each Monday and Thursday night at the library for five 
weeks. Also, Barbara (with the able-bodied help of Pat Novak, Tracy Lucas 
and others) was able to “bring the library” to the WCA Summer Beach 
Program. It is always dangerous to thank people by name for their help, with 
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the possibility of leaving someone out, but we'll throw caution to the wind 
and mention those volunteers who helped make the program such a success: 
Linda Lambert, read aloud stories; Mary Gutgsell, rock painting; Meredith 
Bird Miller and Angela Cay Klingler, story telling; Barbara Faughnan, mural 
painting; Laurie Reeder, family sing-along and Rick Zuehlke, create-a story. 
We can’t forget a visit from Santa at our Holiday Open House, who braved the 
weather to bring gifts of books, and read and visit with the hearty bunch of 
nearly 20 Wilmot children. We are so fortunate to have these talented people 
who are willing to help make the library come alive for the children of Wilmot. 

Without the enormous support of our volunteers who man the desk for 
nearly 3/4 of our open hours, help with data entry to get our collection on a data- 
base for reference, cover and restock books and keep the library tidy, it would not 
be possible. All the library statistics (needed for state reports and to help with 
decisions on programs, etc.) are kept by our volunteers and collated each year by 
Nola Aldrich; Nola (also Treasurer of the FOWPL) is just one of the volunteers 
whose efforts behind the scenes, as well as at the circulation desk allow us to 
have such a great local library. Did you notice how nice and fresh the town 
hall/library rest rooms look? You can thank Doug and Carol MacDonald 
(President of the FOWPL) for that. Some of us talk about what needs to be done 
and some just up and do it. Speaking of that approach, we are sad to hear that 
Maureen Baron, Selectman and Past President of the FOWPL, and her family will 
be moving south soon. Our loss will certainly be their gain. We are fortunate to 
have a great combination of long time and new folks who continue year after 
year to generously give more than their share of time to the library. We encourage 
you to stop by and see how you can get involved. You are guaranteed to read 
more, meet new people and explore some new territory and that can’t be bad! 

Approximately half of our librarian’s hours are spent manning the 
library alone, but on the shifts when there are volunteers at the desk, she is 
able to do her behind the scenes work ordering, processing and weeding 
books, planning programs and assisting patrons with their needs. The librari- 
an’s available hours are posted each week, but Barbara invites you to stop any- 
time you see her car out front, even if the library isn’t officially open. 

After much consideration and discussion about open hours and vol- 
unteer coverage, it was decided to have the library open on Fridays from 3-5. 
Records showed that we average less than one patron a week from 5-7 on 
Fridays and, as you can imagine, that also was not the most popular shift with 
the volunteers. If you miss us after work on Fridays, stop by on Saturdays 
from 10-12. 

If you have any suggestions for program speakers, please pass them 
on. Through a combination of your financial support, fundraising and dona- 
tions, we are able to provide Wilmot with a wonderful resource for education 
and entertainment and we thank you all for that. In closing, we encourage you 
to let Barbara or the trustees know if there is any way we can better serve the 
community.

Visiting Nurse Association 


One of the most important roles of the Board and staff of Lake Sunapee 
Region Visiting Nurse Association this year was to advocate for the people 
for whom we provide care. This advocacy took many forms. We communi- 
cated regularly with your Representatives and Senators in Washington, D. 
C. to let them know that the reductions in Medicare payments were 
adversely affecting access to care for the seniors in our communities. We let 
them know that the most frail elderly in our communities should not have 
to pay a co-payment for Medicare home health services when they already 
pay hospital and physician co-payments. We let them know that seniors 
should not have to choose between food or prescription drugs or health 

- Care, 


At the state level, we let the Governor and the legislature know that chroni- 
cally ill and disabled residents in New Hampshire should not be forced to 
be on a waiting list to receive home care. If we are to keep people at home 
rather than in an institution, home health must be reimbursed adequately. 


At Lake Sunapee Region VNA we examined our processes and staffing 
monthly to adapt to the current health care environment and still provide 
the quality of care and achieve the positive patient results you have come to 
expect of us. Six years ago average reimbursement for a Medicare patient 
was $7900, today it is $2400. Actions taken included reducing management 
staff and other operating expenses, and finding best practices to achieve 
increased clinical efficiency. Support from individuals, businesses, United 
Way and town support was critical to our programs this year. We are grate- 
ful for that support. 


Our state of the art technology allowed us to dispatch our nursing resources 
when needed by our patients. Daily monitoring gave important assessment 
information to the professional staff enabling us to reduce unnecessary trips 
for emergent care and hospitalization by 60 per cent, keeping patients and 
their families together at home where they want to be. 


We continued to expand our pediatric program with our School Nurse 
Health Initiative. The goal of this program is to work with school nurses to 
keep children with chronic illnesses in school and learning, to educate the 
child and family about the illness and to link the family with community 
resources that will help that child and family cope. 


Hospice developed a palliative care program this year for patients who are 
not yet ready or appropriate for Hospice care but who can benefit from the 
strong team approach and from the support services as they deal with a life- 
threatening illness. 
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We developed a package of services, Assisted Living at Home, that includes 
medication management, personal care support morning and evening, hair 
care, home massage and other services designed for the patient who does 
not need skilled care, but who needs supportive care in order to remain 
independent at home. 


Our commitment to community service projects and charity care on behalf 
of residents in your town included home visits, screening clinics, immuniza- 
tion clinics, health fairs, support groups, community newsletters and other 
activities designed to promote wellness and prevent disease. For details, our 
Community Benefits report is available in our office. 


This year 232 residents of the town of Wilmot utilized many of the services 
available through Lake Sunapee Region VNA. Our home care programs 
provided 1024 visits and our hospice program, 199 visits to adults and chil- 
dren in Wilmot. Our Long-Term Care program provided 1853 hours of care 
and 16 residents were monitored through our telemedicine program. 


Again, thank you for your support. The strength of our community lies in 


working together.

The Wilmot Learning Place (WLP) is our town’s own PreSchool and Pre- 
Kindergarten, offering an introduction to education for three and four year 
old children. The school has been in operation for over 40 years! Many for- 
mer students now have their own children enrolled at The WLP. The WLP is 
governed by a volunteer Board of Directors consisting of concerned citizens, 
parents and a teacher advisor. We are frequently looking for new Board 
Members, so if you are interested in joining our team, please let us know. 


This year, the WLP has 27 students with 15 Wilmot residents and students 
from five other area towns. Our Pre-K class is taught by Wilmot resident, and 
Head Teacher, Clare Morgan. PreSchool is lead by Martha Thompson. Both 
classes focus on alphabet and number recognition, writing skills, healthy 
habits, nutrition, citizenship, manners, cooperative and imaginative play. 


We make every effort to keep our tuition affordable and provide scholarship 
assistance whenever we are able. Through our own fund raising efforts and 
generous donations from two churches in Wilmot, we established a special 
scholarship assistance fund approximately three years ago. In 2003, over 
$2,500.00 was given out for tuition assistance. The Town of Wilmot’s past 
financial support has helped us tremendously each year. This support, 
along with vigorous fundraising events, donations from local churches and 
townspeople, keep the school’s tuition accessible to most residents. 


Thank you to all who attended our November Dinner, Dance and Auction 
at Eagle Pond Lodge: Your attendance at this event helped us raise funds 
which benefited our general budget, scholarship fund and fit up for the pro- 
posed new building. 


We thank the Town of Wilmot for its continued support of this worthy cause 
and invite you to our monthly Board Meetings held the third Thursday of 
each month at the Wilmot Community Center at 7:00pm. Please do not hes- 
itate to contact me or another Board Member if you have questions or are 
interested in visiting our school to see our programs at work.

WILMOT VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 
FIRE CHIEF’S 2003 REPORT 


The Wilmot Volunteer Fire Department has had a captivating year! The 
responsibility of providing competent emergency fire and rescue services to ours 
and surrounding towns is enormous. There are twenty six extraordinary men and 
women who comprise a team of volunteers ready to respond 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week. Your Volunteer Fire Department would like to thank our community 
for the privilege of serving the town of Wilmot, and for the remarkable support it 
provides to us. 

The WVED has embarked on new training and equipment initiatives, while 
keeping with our tradition of financial discipline. Maintaining the heritage of the 
Department is very important to us, while remaining progressive enough to meet 
the demands of a changing world. Two new members are working toward NH Fire 
Academy Level I certification, two achieved Level II certification, several participat- 
ed in a Commercial Vehicle Driver Program, and monthly drills were held to keep 
skills sharp. Our trainings ranged from subjects such as pump operations, forestry, 
chimney fires, carbon monoxide detection, etc. Thanks to all those who participated, 
we look forward to more learning opportunities in 2004. 

We purchased a new piece of apparatus designed to respond more effec- 
tively to forest fires. This 2003 Ford four wheel drive pickup truck is equipped with 
a tank and pump, forestry hoses, backpacks, and tools made to quickly respond to, 
and combat wild land fires. It is also handy for calls such as trees down on power 
lines, and motor vehicle accidents. Our attention is now focusing on our tanker, 
which is 25 years old and somewhat obsolete. We applied for a federal grant to 
replace it, but unfortunately were turned down. 

Last year the WVFD members responded to over 60 calls. The residents of 
Wilmot have done a good job with their fire prevention efforts. There were only two 
structure fires and one chimney fire in town all year. We provided mutual aid for 
structure fires seven times, and also provided station coverage for our neighboring 
towns. We were dispatched to fifteen vehicle crashes and rollovers, and also 
answered calls for propane smells, smoke investigations, carbon monoxide detector 
activations, fire alarms, trees and branches on wires, a transformer fire, hiker res- 
cues, and medical assists. Please remember to clearly display your 911 number on 
your home, and replace your smoke detector batteries twice a year. Daylight savings 
is a common time for people to remember to do this. 

The WVED worked with the Wilmot Police to participate in a federal sur- 
vey conducted by the Office of Domestic Planning in conjunction with the NH Dept. 
of Safety. This project was to help determine the current level of preparedness and 
potential future needs for homeland security and terrorism related issues. The ability 
of different organizations to interact and communicate is a critical part of emergency 
response services. Special thanks to Chief David White for his expertise in helping 
complete this very important project. 

Finally this year, we said good-bye to our Fire Chief of 19 years. After 30 
years of service, Richard Lee resigned, leaving a legacy of accomplishment, includ- 
ing a new firehouse and engine. Thank you Chief Lee, we have all benefited from 
your service.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division 
of Forests and Lands cooperate to reduce the risk of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To 
help us assist you, contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to find out if a 
permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Fire permits are mandatory for all 
outside burning unless the ground where the burning is to be done (and surrounding area) is 
completely covered with snow. Violations of the fire permit law and the other burning laws 
of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines up to $2,000 and/or a 
year in jail, in addition to the cost of suppressing the fire. 


A new law effective January 1, 2003 prohibits residential trash burning. Contact the New

Help us to protect you and our forest resources. Most New Hampshire wildfires are human 
caused. Homeowners can help protect their homes by maintaining adequate green space 
around the house and making sure that the house number is correct and visible.

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UNH Cooperative Extension 


One in four New Hampshire residents took advantage of at least one University of New 
Hampshire Cooperative Extension program last year. 


Our programs offer informal education in forest stewardship, parenting, family finances, food 
safety, agriculture, home gardening, 4-H clubs, camps and other programs for children and teens, 
nutrition counseling for low income families, strategic planning and leadership development 
skills for community groups. 


County extension educators work extensively with towns and school districts—organizing and 
advising after-school programs, helping school and town groundskeepers maintain athletic fields 
and landscaped areas, providing guidance to town planners and boards on current use and other 
land use issues. Because studies show that open space helps keep property taxes low, extension 
staff provide education to forest landowners and commercial farmers that helps keep their 
enterprises profitable, while preserving open space and protecting natural resources. 


Merrimack County Extension provides fact sheet notebooks to all town libraries and produces 
weekly radio spots on 107.7 which offer information to residents throughout the station’s 
listening area. 


UNH Cooperative Extension’s Community Profiles process works with community groups to 
create a vision for their community’s future and form action groups to reach those goals. To date, 
seven Merrimack County towns have participated in a Community Profile. 


UNH Extension operates a statewide toll-free Info Line at our Family, Home & Garden 
Education Center, staffed Monday through Friday, 9am to 2pm (1-877-398-4769). Last year, the 
Info Line handled more than 1,000 requests from Merrimack County residents. Extension also 
distributes a wide range of information from our Web site: ceinfo.unh.edu. 


Finally, UNH Cooperative Extension trains and supports a large corps of volunteers: 4-H leaders, 
master gardeners, wildlife coverts, community tree stewards, water quality monitors, parent 
mentors and others who extend the reach of Extension programs into many domains of New 
Hampshire life. If volunteer opportunities interest you, please call the Merrimack County 
Extension office at 225-5505 or 796-2151, or stop by the office at 315 Daniel Webster Highway 
in Boscawen, just south of the County Nursing Home on Route 3. 
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WILMOT HISTORICAL SOCIETY

regional history by acquiring and storing artifacts of interest to Wilmot residents and by offering programs 
throughout the year. During 2003, under Mary Gutgsell’s leadership, we learned about the “Flying 
Yankee” train restoration project, held the first “Around the Cracker Barrel” program where stories and 
experiences from earlier Wilmot days were heard, participated in Wilmot’s Old Home Day celebration, 
and enjoyed the “Taste of Country Cooking” program. Also, several fund-raising programs were offered 
which not only boosted our treasury but made people new to town aware that we do indeed have a 
Historical Society! 


As most residents are aware, the Society’s collection of historical artifacts is housed in the former 
schoolhouse in Wilmot Flat where the Town offices are located. The Historical Room will be open on 
Saturdays throughout the summer or by appointment (call 526-6384). We continue to dream of having our 
own, larger space so that items from our history are not lost to us. We appreciate the time and effort of 
those who helped with last year’s fund-raiding efforts. Your support of upcoming events will enable the 
Society to make that dream come true. 


Membership in the Society is open to all, and dues are just $5/year. If you would like to become a member, 
send your check to the Society at P. O. Box 97, Wilmot 03287.

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WILMOT COMMUNITY ASSOCIATION 


The Wilmot Community Association (WCA) is a non-profit, 501 (c) 
(3) charitable organization whose mission is to provide and promote 
recreational, social and educational activities for the town of Wilmot. 
The WCA places special emphasis on activities that make Wilmot a 
better place for raising families. The WCA is a membership organi- 
zation open to all residents and visitors to our town. This past year, 
over 200 families were members and supported our organization. 


The center of the WCA’s activities is the Community Association 
building at 64 Village Road. The WCA also owns, maintains and 
operates the Timmy Patten beach on Shindagen Road. It is hoped 
that everyone that uses these facilities and participates in WCA activ- 
ities will help support them by becoming a member. The WCA is not 
a part of the Town of Wilmot, and its operating budget does not rely 
on financial support from Town taxes, but is funded entirely by 
donations, small program fees, and annual membership dues. 


Governed by a volunteer board, the WCA relies on many Wilmot cit- 
izens who volunteer to carry out the many programs and events vital 
to our sense of community, including Sunday morning breakfasts, 
the Summer Beach Program, Winter Wacky Family Fun Day, the 
Beach Party, Halloween and Pumpkin Carving, Holiday Crafts and 
Gingerbread House construction. In addition, various Wilmot organ- 
izations use our facility, including the Wilmot Learning Place, 
American Legion Post #40, Alcoholics Anonymous and the Wilmot 
Garden Club. 


The current WCA building has deteriorated structurally to the point 
where all existing, let alone any future programs, are threatened. As 
a result, the WCA, together with representatives of Wilmot organiza- 
tions and interested citizens, have been planning a new community 


building. 


Completed architectural plans, generous donations of money and 
land, commitments from local businesses to provide some of the 
labor or materials at cost, and the enthusiastic work of numerous 
volunteers have set in motion an effort to raise $650,000 to build a 
new facility. 


As of the end of 2003, over $385,000 has been donated or pledged 


towards this effort. It is hoped with continued support that con- 
struction of the new building will begin this year. The “Building 
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Memories” Campaign has received $125,000 in donations and 
pledges from The WCA itself, the Wilmot Learning Place and 
American Legion Post #40 — our “Cornerstone” organizations. 
Additionally, over $250,000 has been raised in “Leadership” level 
contributions, ranging from $1,000 to $125,000, from over 50 individ- 
uals, businesses, foundations and organizations. Over $8,000 has 
been received from other individuals in amounts less than the 
Leadership levels. Please contact any Board member if you can help 
our campaign in any way. 


Through the continued financial generosity of our community and 
the willingness of many volunteers who continue to host or organize 
dinners, parties, auctions, home and garden tours, fundraising 
events, etc. and those that support these events, our new building 
will become a reality.
